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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1,11 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Suzuki et al., USPN 6,816,964 B1 (hereafter referred to as Suzuki). 

3. Regarding claim 1 , Suzuki taught a method of receiving data at a client computer 
and performing an operation on the data received at the client computer (abstract), the 
method comprising: 

a. receiving a key file at the client computer, the key file comprising a rule 
identifying the operation to be performed on the data received at the client computer 
(column 8, lines 12-24); 

b. receiving the data at the client computer (column 9, lines 31-38; column 6, 
lines 60-65); 

c. performing the operation identified by the rule in the key file on the data 
received at the client computer (column 8, lines 25-37), wherein the data is an 
executable file (column 6, lines 60-65); and 
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the operation comprises storing the executable file in a startup folder of the client 
computer (column 8, lines 31-37). 

4. Regarding dependent claim 1 1 , Suzuki taught running the executable file occurs 
a plurality of times upon subsequent boot-ups of the client computer (column 8, lines 
54-67). 

5. The language of claim 17 is substantially the same as previously rejected claim 
1 . Therefore, claim 17 is rejected on the same rationale as previously rejected claim 1 , 
above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Suzuki 
in view of Cantos et al. f USPN 6,529,784 B1 (hereafter referred to as Cantos). 

8. Regarding dependent claim 12, Suzuki does not specifically teach displaying a 
message on receipt of the executable file. However, Cantos taught a method receiving 
data further comprising displaying a message at the client computer on receipt of the 
executable file (column 8, lines 24-58). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made that incorporating Cantos 1 displaying a 
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message in Suzuki's remote installation would have improved system communication. 
The motivation would have been to provide alert messages that are relevant to the user. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed September 8, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

10. Applicant argues - "The downloaded executable script S is not stored in a startup 
folder so that it executes itself on startup." 

a. First, the claim stops short of reciting having the "executable file" execute 
itself, i.e. not recited in the claim language. Second, according to Applicant's 
claim language the "executable file" is only stored in the startup folder not 
executed or self-executed. Third, the execution script S is downloaded into a 
location on the client computer (column 9, lines 31-38). Install file 13 integrates 
execution script S (including its commands) and other commands (see column 8, 
lines 31-37); surely install file 13 is a folder.
